Roosevelt Wants Details of 
Detention as Spy Suspect 
—Widow, Tried in Paris, 
Gets 3 Years. 


BERLIN, March 15 (AP).—The 
arrest of Richard C. Hottelet, an 
American employe of the United 
Press here, “on strong suspicions of 
espionage” in favor of “an enemy 
power” was announced today by 
DNB, official German news agency. 


(In Washington, President Roose- 
velt instructed tne State Depart- 
ment today te ask the American 
Embassy in Berlin for full details 
on the arrest of Hottelet.) 

The United States, said author- 
ized sources, “naturally is not an 
‘enemy power,’” and they added 
that “the alleged espionage activi- 
ties were not in connection with 
journalistic work.” 

As to the specific accusation, they 
said, “the trial will bring that out.” 

Hottelet, who is in his early 
twenties, came from Brooklyn and 
had taken a year of graduate work 
at Berlin University. . 

There were indications that a pre- 
liminary hearing would be held to- 
morrow. 

Authorized sources asserted that 
Hottelet’s arrest should not be re- 
garded as in reprisal for the arrest 
of representatives of Trans-Ocean 
(a German worldwide news serv- 
ice) in New York. 

They said that action against him 
had been taken in connection with 
personal and private activities in 
no way connected with his work as 
@ newspaper man. 

(On Tuesday a special grand jury 
in Washington indicted Trans- 
Ocean and two iIndividuals—Man- 
fred Zapp and Guenther Tonn— 
on charges of violation of the for- 
eign agents’ registration law.) 


In June, 1938, Hottelet and an- 
other Americah newspaper man 
were seized by police during a mass 
anti-Jewish drive in Berlin. Hotte- 
let and his companion had been at- 
tempting to investigate attacks on 
Jews in ice cream parlors. The 
two men were held at a pdlice sta- 
tion and later released.

HIS dinner of the White House 

Correspondents’ Association is 

unique. It is the. first one at 
whieh I have made a speech in all 
these eight years. It differs from 
the press conferences that you and 
I hold twice a week. You cannot 
ask me questions; and everything 
I have to say is word for word “on 
the record.” 

For éight years you and I have 
been helping each other. I have 
been trying to keep you informed 
of the news of Washington, and 
of the nation, and of the world, 
from the point of view of the pres- 
idency. You, more than you realize 
it, have been giving me a great 
deal of information about what the 
people of this country are think- 
ing. In our press conferences, as 
at this dinner tonight, we include 
reporters representing papers and 
news agencies of many other lands. 
To most of them it is a matter of 
constant amazement that press 
conferences such as ours can exist 
in any nation in the world. 

That is especially true in those 
lands ‘where freedoms do not exist 
—where the purposes of our de- 
mocracy and the characteristics of 
our country and of our people have 
been seriously distorted, 

Such mistnderstandings are not 
new. I remember that in the early 
days of the first World War the 
German Government received sol- 
emn assurances from their repre- 
sentatives in the Unitéd States that 
the people of America were dis- 
united; that they cared more for 
Wi peace at any price than-for the 
preservation of ideals and freedom;

This apparently was the first 
step in a program disclosed earlier 
in the week under which the Gov- 
ernment intends to acquire between 
$300,000,000 and $350,000,000 worth 
of British-financed plants and 
British munitions orders. 

The plan calls for the Defense 
Corporation to buy whatever fac- 
tories the War Department says it 
needs, while the army itself will 
take over orders for such materials 
placed by the British as fit into its 
requirements. Although the army 
will assume ‘responsibility for the 
orders, much of the materials may 


go to Britain under the “lease- 
lend” program. |

TUCKER CITES, 
SMOKE DRIVE IN 
TALK FOR MAYOR 


Commissioner on Radio 
‘Quotes Ford as Saying 
Dickmann Got Ordinance 
Passed. 


Raymond R. Tucker, Director of 
Public Safety and City Smoke Com- 
missioner, made a radio talk last 
evening advocating re-election of 
Mayor Bernard F, Dickmann, and 
discussing chiefly the Mayor’s part 
in the anti-smoke campaign. 
Tucker quoted the recent state- 
ment of James L. Ford Jr., chair- 
man of the citizens’ committee 
which sponsored the present *city 
smeke ordinance, Ford said that 
the Mayor “not only sponsored and 
fathered the smoke movement, but 
was more than anyone else respon- 
sible for this committee’s _ report 


without which there would be no 
elimination of smoke.” 

Further quoting Ford, Tucker 
read from Ford’s statement: 

“Who dares say the Mayor had 
nothing to do with smoke elintina- 
tion? He had everything to do with 
it. Anyone not giving due credit 
to his administration and to him 
personally ig not acquainted with 
the facts.”

Survey Shows Improved Real Estate Condi: 
tions, Fewer Vacant Apartments, Some 
Families. Moving Back.

Indications of a decrease in the 


Imigration of St. Louisans to the 


county, due in part to the success 
of the smoke elimination program, 


were revealed in a survey made by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter as the 
first winter season under the new 
smoke ordinance draws to a close. 
Signs of improving real estate 
conditions in St. Louis include a 
decrease in apartment vacancies; 
an increased number of permanent 
guests in some West End hotels; a 
return to the city of some families 
who had moved into the county to 
escape the smoke ls of previous 
winters, and p for construction 
of a new home in Westmoreland 
place which would not have been 
built if the smoke campaign had 
not proved effective. : 

The percentage of vacant apart- 
ments in St. Louis decreased from 
10.08 per cent on Jan. 1. .1940, to 
8.46 per cent last Jan. 1, it was 
shown by figures compiled by the 
Building Owners’ and Managers’ 
Association. Comparable figures 
for St. Louis County are not avail- 
able. 

Real estate agents and apartment 
managers who were questioned 
were virtually unanimous in saying 
that smoke elimination had helped 
them fill vacancies and was a 
major cause of increased real es- 
tate activity. 

Most of them added that the gen- 
eral improvement in business con- 
ditions, plus the fact that defense 
industries like the Weldon Spring 
TNT plant and the smgll arms am- 
munition plant are bringing a num- 
ber of executives and skilled work- 
men here from other cities, also 
were contributing factors not to be 
overlooked. 

In one apartment bujlding in the 
West End there are 12 families who 
moved into the city from St. Louis 
County last winter largely as a re- 
sult of the smoke program, the 
manager said. A hotel in the same 


neighborhood reported a 80 per cent 
increase in the number of perma- 
nent’ guests. : 


moved into apartments in “the city 
in the past winter told him the 
cleaner atmosphére was at least 
partly responsible for their selec- 
tion of a city location..

OLD-AGE PENSION IN FRANCE. 
VICHY’S FIRST SOCIAL REFORM 


Those Older Than 65 Will Receive 
3600 Francs Yearly; 5200 to 
Paris Residents.

VICHY, March 15.—With the in- 
stitution today of the old age pen- 
sion in France, Chief of State Mar- 
shal Petain fulfills the promises 
made by the Popular Front in 1936 


and grants France its first impor- 
tant social reform under the pres- 
ent Government. 

Henceforth, every French citizen 
more than 65 years old, or over 
60, when unable to work, will re- 
ceive a yearly pension of 3600 
francs (nominally. $72) if he lives 
anywhere in France outside the 
Paris region, or 5200 francs if he 
lives in Paris or its suburbs. 

This pension is relatively high in 
a country where the average 
monthly salary is only 700 francs 
and where bread only costs a franc 
a half pound and living is cheap, 
owing to autarchial governmental 
measures. 

Persons covered by the new 
measure number 2,000,000. This 
means that sums to be disbursed 


lannually by the Government will 


total seven billion francs. Two 
cents is the nominal value of the 
franc. 
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Navy Discloses 
Details of Test 
Of Garand Rifle 


Found Most . Satis- 
factory of Four 
Weapons in 12,000 
Rounds of Firing.

WASHINGTON, March 15. 
HE Navy Department today 
made public details of competir 
tive tests after which, as previ- 
ously announced, the Marine Corps 
joined the infantry and cavalry of 
the United States Army in adopt- 
ing the Garand semi-automatic rifle 
as its standard shoulder-piece. It 
was announced that. the bolt-op- 
erated 1903 Springfield “stood out 
as the most dependable weapon un- 
der all conditions,” but that the 
Garand was “conclusively proved to 
be the most satisfactory semi-auto- 
matic now available to the serv- 
ices.” 

The tests were conducted by a 
board of seven Marine Corps of- 
ficers Who met Nov, 12 at San 
Diego, Cal. The rifles tried out 
were the Springfield and Garand, 
Johnson and Winchester semi-auto- 
matics. The operating personnel 
consisted of 4G marines qualified 
as sharpshooters or expert rifle- 
men. Twelve weapons, represent- 
ing each type and chosen at random, 
were used. 

The Johnson was found superior 
to the other semi-automatics in so- 
called “abuse tests,” which includ- 
ed operation at temperatures be- 
low freezing; in hard, steady 
rain; exposure to the elements with- 
out cleaning for 45 hours after sub- 
mersion in clear water; submersion 
in salt water and exposure over- 
night without cleaning, as well as 
being dropped in mud and dry and 
wet sand. The Johnson is recoil- 
operated, while the Garand and 
Winchester are reloaded by the en- 
ergy of their propellant gases. It 
was found that the Johnson, under 
“abuse tests,” could “always be 
operated manually With compara-

Accuracy Tests. 


In all these extreme conditions, 
the Springfield functioned with 
some degree of proficiency, while 
in certain cases the Garand and 
Winchester could not be operated 
after a few shots had been fired. 
Field cleaning was more difficult; 
with semi-automatics than with the 
Springfield. } 


In accuracy, up to 9000 rounds, 
the Garand was found to be’ equal 
to the Springfield and “slightly bet- 
ter” than the two rival semi-auto- 
matics. After 9000 rounds, the Ga- 
rand was said to have proved less 
accurate than any of the contest- 
ants. 

The Girand far oustripped the 
Johnson and Winchester in tests 
for ruggedness and’ gerviceability, 
but was emphatically surpassed by 
the Springfield. During the firing 
of 12,000 rounds, the average num- 
ber of malfunctions for each wea- 
pon was tabulated as follows:

OTTAWA, March 15 (AP).—Twice’ 
in the area Adolf Hitler’s under- 
sea marauders usually infest, Ger- 
man submarines waylaid the con- 
voy with which I recently crossed 
the North Atlantic. 

The attacks came in the black- 
ness found only at sea—one at 5 
in the morning, the other at mid- 
night. 

Now that those hours of anxiety 
are behind, with solid ground un- 
derfoot again, they seem like a 
nightmare. 

Torpedoes sent at least four 
ships—maybe six—to the bottom. 
More than 200 seamen were aboard 
the four vessels known to have 
gone down, 

How many survived? There was 
no way to tell. Ships that escape 
attacks on convoys must plough on. 
To stop would be to become a sit- 
ting bird. The ship I was on hur- 
ried away. 

Wintry waves closed over the 
largest of the nearly 40 ships in 
the convoy, a massive _whaler-fac- 
tory craft with the lines of an 
overgrown bathtub. The others 
were two freighters and an oil 
tanker. Two others which listed 
badly still were able to make way. 

The first warning that the under- 
sea terrors had struck were shud- 
ders which seemed to ripple the 
steel of our ship. They were the 
concussion of torpedoes crushing 
the four vessels running astern. 

They electrified most of us out 
of our sleep. It was 5 a. m. 

I had gone to bed warmly clothed 
—in woolen underwear, long stock- 
ings, flannel trousers and a sweat- 
shirt. More woolen clothes and 
cigarettes and a flask of rum lay 
by my bunk,

As we joined the flow of passen- 
gers hurrying to lifeboat stations 
one of my two cabin mates made 
a gallant jest intended as a nerve 
steadier. 

“Rotten hour to have a boat 
drill, what?” asked J, M. Hanlon, 
a ship’s third officer on his way 
to Canada to join a new merchant- 
men, : 

All of us knew it was no drill. 
jBut we all caught his coolness. We 
laughed, 

Up on the boat deck we expected 
a scene at least tinted with hy- 
steria. Among the 50 women and 
girls aboard, ranging jin age from 
8 to 80, were somie who had 
brushed death at sea before. 

There was, for instance, Miss D. 
McMahon, who had seen children 
and seamen die in the sinking of 
the City of Benares, the last ship 
to sail with refugee youngsters for 
America-and safety. 

There was Mrs. Imri Goeritz, 
whose husband and two children 
wefit down with the Simon Bolivar 
when a mine found that Dutch 
liner. 

There was another, in her mid- 
20's, whose first child was but six 
weeks away. 

But up there on the wind-combed 
deck there was nothing but con- 
tagious calmness. 

Bundled in lifejackets and as 
many layers of clothing as we 
could snatch up, we stood on deck 
for one tense hour. By that time 
we had steamed far from. the 
scene, 

When the second attack came we 
were on the fringe of the danger 
area. The moment the first tor- 
pedo let go in the vitals of a 
freighter only a few hundred yards 
off our starboard beam, the con- 
voy dispersed. 


From there on it was each ship 


for herself and we did not sight 


any of our convoy-sisters for the 
rest of the voyage. 


will point out that 60,000 Irishmen 
fought for the British cause, with 
a very large number of casualties, 
to be rewarded by another British 
attempt at subjugation. They will 
speak of Irish heroes tortured in 
Dublin Castle by British officers. 
The bitterness of the past inev- 
itably wells up. 

Moreover, the Irish are confident 
that invasion of Ireland across 400 
miles of sea would be a difficult 
task. No landing on the East coast 
would be possible, they insist, be- 
cause of the precipitous cliffs that 
line virtually the entire coastline. 
On the other hand they argue that 
collaboration with Britain would 
mean terrible punishment from the 
air which they would be powerless 
to resist. 

Inasmuch as the British already 
have the important port of Loch 
Foyle, the Irish argue, the ports 
on the west coast of the Irish Free 
State would afford only very little 
additional advantage in protecting 
shipping which comes ‘round 
through the Eastern Atlantic. The 
British would bring Ireland into 
the war not so much for reasons of 
military strategy, according to the 
Irish, as for morale and propa- 
ganda. 

Aiken’s request for arms from the 
United States might well be grant- 
ed on.condition that the Irish agree 
to co-operate more closely with the 
British. Irish requests for arms 
have been made repeatedly to the 
British themselves who reply that 
they cannot take this risk since if 
the Nazis conquer Ireland those 
same arms might be used against 
England.

ONGRESSIONAL farm

IN RECORD TIME

CAMP SHELBY, Miss., March 15 
(AP).—Defense construction came 
to a close here today with comple- 
tion of the biggest army training 
camp in the United States in rec- 


ord breaking time, and at a cost 
‘under original estimates. 

Just six months ago the figst 
of 17,000 workmen descended on 
the low sandy pine clad hills of 
De Soto National Forest here, and 
the building began. First troops 
arrived Oct. 20, 1940. Now there 
are 35,000 men in training and 
67,946 troops will fill the camp 
within a few weeks. The last of 
the laborers left this week. 

On or ahead of schedule from 
start to finish, Camp Shelby has 
set record after record for speed, 
size, and lowest per-occupant cost 
of any similar encampment in the 
nation.

“Error in Judgment.” 


“Under all the circumstnaces 
which existed at the moment when 
he discovered that the poles were 
in the path of his. approach for a 
landing, we find that there was an 
error in judgment on the part of 
Capt. Susott in undertaking the 
series of maneuvers he performed 
in order to make a lending. In ad- 
dition to minimum ceiling and vis- 
ibility, conditions at the airport 
were made worse by the presence 
of low-lying scud. A light rain 
was falling, thus still further re- 
ducing the visibility from the cock- 
pit and making the airport sur- 
faces slippery. He could have an- 
tictpated that his brakes would for 
this reason be ineffective. on the 
turf and that he would not have 
positive control of the airplane aft- 
er he had actually landed.

Construction now is progressing 
rapidly, with barracks rising literal- 
ly overnight and other projects car- 
ried out on a stupendous scale in- 
volving a payroll of 32,000 persons, 
with wages sometimes reaching 
$1,000,000 a week. Estimated cost 
of the camp has risen steadily from 
$15,000,000 to more than $27,000,000, 
and it is reported it may exceed 
$35,000,000 before the final building 

erected. 
¢ Plans constantly are expanded, 
with water and sewage facilities 
under construction to accommodate 
75,000 troops. Area of the mili- 
tary reservation is 95,000 acres, 
with topography _ suitable for all 
types of maneuvering. The con- 
struction center proper. comprises 
12,000 acres. 

Dug Out of the Mud. 


The camp literally was dug out 
of the mud. When work began last 
Dec. 15, engineers made the initial 
mistake of attempting to build 
buildings before roads. Supplies 
and equi: ent, unloaded at the 
railhead at Newburg, 21 miles from 
the area, and trucked to the camp 
were too much for dirt roads. 
Drainage slowed by hard pan 18 
inches below the surface, rain 


made the roads quagmires. Con- 
bogged 


struction was literally 


down. 

It was necessary practically to 
abandon other work, excavate the 
mud over the hard pan, cover roads 
with gravel and build others. 
Untrained personnel—still a major 


problem—lack of co-ordination of 


leadership, and purchasing diffi- 
culties complicated the task of 
building a city comparable in size 
to Springfield, Mo. On Jan. 27%, 
the project was only about 3 per 
cent completed. 

But in February, after the roads 
were built and when some good 
days supplanted rainy ones, con- 
struction proceeded at sucha pace 
that 25 per cent of the job was 
accomplished in that month. Cur- 
rent progress reports show com- 
pletion of more than 48 per cent of 
the work. 

Day to Cover Area. 


Currently, 1035 of approximate- 
ly 1600 buildings are under con- 
struction, some 800 are nearly com- 
pleted. A unit of 580 troops 
has already moved in. The con- 
struction district is divided into 27 
areas, subdivided into units. So 
extensive is the undertaking as a 


_-whole that a crew of 2000 men may 
‘ be engaged 


on a $2,000,000 job 
without being visible to a similar 
force working on as big a job on 
a hill a mile or so away. It took 
the writer, guided by Maj. Frank 
Reed, construction quartermaster, 
and R. F. McCune, general super- 
intendent for the contractors, an 
entire day to cover the construc- 
tion area traveling in one of more 
than 300 automobiles used for in- 
spection purposes.

affiliates. By verbal agreement 
with the contractors a preferential 
shop is maintained. That is, men 
sent by the union are the first to 
be hired. So great has been the 
demand for men that many on the 
job are not union men although the 
majority carry “permissive cards,” 
showing they are paying dues. The 
labor turnover has been as high 
as 400 men in a day. 

Truck drivers and carpenters pay 
a $25 initiation fee to the union in 
installments of $2.50 a week. Some 
pay nothing down. Dues are $2.50 
a month but do not become payable 
until the initiation fee is paid and 
the man becomes a _ full-fledged 
union member. Many are fired be- 
fore they reach that stage, and it is 
obvious the work will be through 
before others can attain it. The 
initiation ,fee for laborers is $10 
with dues of $1.50 a month. 


Carpenters get $1 an hour. Truck 
drivers are paid, according to load 
capacity, from 65 cents to $1.10 an 
hour. Laborers receive a minimum 
of 55 cents. Time and a ,half is 
paid for overtime. , 

Thousands of those working at 
the camp were recruited from WPA 
rolis and general labor in the Ozark 
region. Most of them, now getting 
an unprecedented scale for that 
area, although below the scales at 
work adjoining cities, never before 
made more than 30 cents an hour. 
The social and économic repercus- 
sions in this area have been tre- 
mendous and may take other forms 
after the camp is completed. 


Mass Production System. 


Many of the carpenters are car- 
penters in name only, hired on their 
say-so when they sought jobs. Such 
unskilled labor is partly respon- 
sible for the heavy turn-over and 
has resulted in uneconomic opera- 
tions, It has been alleviated some- 
what by placing the unskilled men 
in gangs where they may quickly 
learn a simple task. Then -they are 
set to doing the same thing over 
and over again in a mass produc- 
tion system of construction. The 
emergency nature of the job, cou- 
pled with its rural location, has 
made it necessary to hire almost 
all comers. 7 


Payroll difficulties have been en- 
countered and still persist, al- 
though they are steadily being 
smoothed out. Some men haven't 
been paid on time, a few wait- 
ing as. much as three weeks 
for their checks. Men who have 
been fired have been forced to. re- 
turn repeatedly for their pay, Pay- 
ments are made by check, which 
are cashed at banks in the area 
for a see of eight cents a check 
from the contractors.

Many of them moved slowly, with 
what one straw boss described as 
“the WPA slouch” but they worked 
steadily. 

The consensus of more than 100 
persons who were interviewed, rang- 
ing from contractors and business 
men of the community to workers 
themselves, was that waste at the 
camp has been that attendant on a 
rush job under difficult emergency 
conditions rather than deliberate 
delay or carelessness.

through valleys and is cut through 
hills.

now at a $100,000,000-a-year clip” 
a building is practically completed 
every 21 minutes.

About 500,000 board 
feet of lumber are placed ev- 
ery day. New roads are - created 
in a few hours as new areas of con- 
struction are opened. More than 50 
miles of highways, with camp traf- 
fic officers on duty, have been built 
throughout the reservation. 

About 20 crews may work on a 
single building. A gang of unskilled 
men places boards in position‘ 
Skilled and semi-skilled crews per- 
form other -operations. Painters 
work in gangs, each man covering 
a space as far as his arms reach. 
Besides barracks, planned to ac- 
commodate 63 men each, and offi- 
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at the camp. Others live where 
they can find a spot to light. 
Waynesville, where. the union hir- 
ing halls are operated, normally a 
town of 468 on Highway 66, is 
jammed by thousands. Cots are 
even placed in basements at Rolla. 
Some men drive 60 and 70 miles to 
work over roads so congested that 
at times, near the camp, it takes 
two hours to cover six miles.

Contractors for the camp are Ar- 
thur H. Neumann & Bros. of Des 
Moines, Ia., and W. A, Klinger, Inc., 
Western Contracting Corporation, 
and C. F. Lytle Co., all of Sioux City, 
Ia. They originally had the con- 
tract to build Fort Leonard Wood 
on a smaller scale at Lineville, Ia., 
at an estimated cost of $12,000,000. 
When the site was changed they 
moved with it and are grappling 
with one of the largest construction 
jobs in the country.

— Dis- 
patches from the south central Al- 
banian front today indicated that 
hundreds of Italian planes were 
bombing ‘Greek lines in a seven- 
mile-wide strip along a ‘highway 
northeast of Tepeleni in an attempt 
to dislodge the Greeks from moun- 
tain positions. 

The dispatches emphasized aerial 
assaults in which squadron after 
squadron of Italian bombers were 
reported to be dumping tons of ex- 
plosives on Greek troops massed on 
the heights of the Tepeleni area 
and along the road north of 
Premet.

Com- 
plaints of several employes to the 
Wage-Hour division that they are 
not being paid time and one-half 
for all hours in excess of 40 a week 
led to an investigation now ¥€ing 
conducted by Wage-Hour inspect- 


ors. 
Length of Season. 

The “home-grown” season begins 
about the end of May and lasts 
until late November or early De- 
cember. Approximately 200 farm- 
ers bring their trucks of produce 
to the row daily during this period. 
The 120 merchants agreed at the 
close of the last “home-grown” sea- 
son ‘te maintain a 2 a. m. opening 
time during the winter, when pro- 
duce is shipped in, but this will 
have-to be moved back during the 
summer and early fall months, Sell- 
meyer said. 

Farmers are organized in the 
Madison-Monroe-St. Clair Counties’ 
Farmers’ Association and the St. 
Louis County Farmers’ and Gar- 
deners’ Association. It was through 
these that the. midnight apening- 
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vision of the Department, of Labor 
have found 54 violations of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act after 
investigating 47 of the 120 produce 
houses on Commission Row, the 
Post-Dispatch learned. 

There. were 17 violations of a sec- 

tion of the act which provides for 
payment of time and a half for 
each hour worked in excess of 40 
a week, and 37 violations of a sec- 
tion requiring keeping of work rec- 
ords of employes. None of the com- 
mission houses was found in viola- 
tion of the minimum wage require- 
ment of 30 cents an hour, while 
five of the 47 inspected were in full 
compliance. 
Thirteen firms have made wage 
restitutions totaling $1275.12 since 
start of the investigation March 4. 
Approximately 800 persons work on 
Commission Row, Which handles 
foodstuffs for tables in the St.

A proposal for the United States 
to supervise distribution of food in 
unoccupied France was discussed 
today in a series of conferences 
among American,  BSritish and 
French officials. 

Disclosing this, informed sources 
emphasized that the United States 
was acting only as a “friendly in- 
termediary,” was advancing no pro- 
posals of its own, and was exerting 
no pressure on either of the other 
governments.

DR. CARREL ARRIVES 
FOR FRENCH SURVEY 


VICHY, March 15 (AP). — Dr. 
Alexis Carrel, French scientist and 
Nobel prize wiriner, arrived in un- 
occupied France today to begin re- 
search on the effect of food de- 
ficiencies on human health. 

He expects to remain in France 
about 40 days and then return to 
Spain to pursue his survey there. 
His first act on arriving in 
France, after leaving New York 
Feb. 1, was to send a “family card” 
—one of the form messages per- 
mitted by the Nazis—to his wife in 
the occupied French zone. His 
home is on an island off the Brit- 
tanny coast, where formerly he 
was a neighbor of his research as- 
sistant, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh.

The Republican 
party then was recovering from the Bull 
Moose split of four years before, and the 
12-year term carried Judge Becker to a 
Republican landslide year, 1928, when he 
was re-elected. The term being longer than 
that of other office-holders, Judge Becker 
outlasted all other Republican officials ex- 
cept City Comptroller Louis Nolte, regularly 
elected at four-year intervals and now Beck- 
er’s companion: on the city ticket. 


In the court, Judge Becker was a diligent 
worker, who did his full share in keeping 
the court up with its docket. He got the 
day’s and the week’s -work done without 
the regular periods of outdoor life which 
many professional’ men find necessary. On 
a Saturday afternoon, he might go to the 
golf links, or to a boating or fishing resort; 
but he was just as likely to be found in a 
bridge game at the University Club, or 
home reading the newspapers and magazines. 
Baseball attracted him only when a world 
series came to town, or on a specia! occa- 
sion like the Tuberculosis game. Football 
interested him more, and he saw the prin- 
cipal local matches. 

His summer vacations, for a number of 
years, were an alternation of lake and sea- 
shore resorts. Then, in the late ’20s, he 
went Western; and annually since, he has 
sought a ranch in Wyoming or Colorado, or 
a mountain cabin in Northern New Mexico. 

He rides the range, wears chaps and som- 
brero, and can utter a “Yippee!” on occasion. 
He does not ride horseback on the Forest 
Park bridle path, where Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann is frequently seen. One reason

As their history makes plain, the paintings 
and bronzes now to be displayed or the first 
time to the American public. have long been 
symbols of power. They have passed with 
conquest from nation to nation and from 
the gallery of one powerful figure to another. 

Take the two life size bronze statues of 
Bacchus and Venus Anadyomene made about 
1525 at Florence by Sansovino. They were 
once part of Napoleon’s national collection in 
Paris, acquired by him from Northern: Italy as 
part of the spoils of war. During an uprising 
of the Commune in Paris in May of 1871, the 
great Palais Royal was fired by a mob and 
the statue of Venus thrown frém a window 
just in time to prevent its destruction. The 
Venus still bears the scars of this adventure. 

Of the Van Dyck portraits in the gallery, 


the two outstanding masterpieces are the 


Marchesa Balbi and Lord Philip Wharton. 
The latter once belonged to the famous 
eighteenth century collector and statesman 
Sir Robert Walpole. Empress Catherine the 
Great of Russia acquired it from Walpole 
for the Hermitage and Mellon bought it out 
of the Hermitage.

Bought Through Lord Duveen. 

Most of the paintings Mellon bought from 
the Soviets were acquired through the late 
Lord Duveen, world famous art dealer who 
made a fortune from his American clients 
and gave part of it to Britain in art gifts. 
At the Mellon tax trial Duveen described 
how hé bought the Cowper Madonna of 
Raphael out of the Hermitage for $750,000. 
He sold it to Mellon a year later for $836,- 
000. Altogether Duveen paid about $5,000,-

What Is Still to Come? 
April Promises to Be Crucial. , 


What is to come is another question. With 
the bituminous coal and the “ Steel’”’ 
labor contracts expiring the end of this 
month, the immediate future holds the pos- 
sibility “of widespread and. bitter strife, April, 
indeed, promises to be a crucial month in 
labor relations. But up to now the period 
of the emergency has been one of relative 
harmony in the relations of management and 
labor. The President vividly summed up the 
condition when he said at a recent press 
conference, on the basis of figures from the 
Department of Labor, that the time lost in 
defense industries as the result of strikes in 
1940 amounted to only one-fourth of one 
per cent of the total defense effort. 

This is the picture stressed by, Hillman in 
his opposition to proposed legislative meas- 
ures that would interfere With the free play 
of the flexible conciliation system now in use. 

Hillman in his recent testimony before 
the House Judiciary Committee, which is 
considering various bills affecting labor re- 
lations, pointed to the small amount of time 
lost through strikes in the last year, and 
added:

Average Man Unlikely

But the average man, impressed though he 
may be with the figures showing fewer 
strikes than during .the last war, is inclined 
to view the strike situation in absolute rath- 
e than relative terms. He sees even one 
strike in essential defense industry as one 
too many. This reaction has found expres- 
sion in Congress in various restrictive bills. 
Those that would outlaw the right to strike 
may be dismissed from consideration; they 
are too far out of tune with administration 
and congressional sentiment.

Mr. Roosevelt's announcement—which now 
appears almost certain to eventuate in a 
presidential order—was clearly made with a 
view of forestalling restrictive action by 
Congress. If he sets up the contemplated 
machinery and it works with reasonable suc- 
cess, the President will have taken the play 
away from Congress. He would probably lose 
control, of course, if public opinion should 
become irritated by some important and 
spectacular disturbance — in coal, say, or 
steel. Hillman has consistently maintained 
that any enlargement of the present ma- 
chinery for dealing with strikes or the threat 
of strikes should be through executive order 
rather than the more rigid process of legis- 
lation. 


375 Cases Since Last June 
Mostly Settled Without Strikes. 


Since the National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission came into operation last June, its 
labor division, under Hillman, has concerned 
itself with 375 employe-employer deadlocks, 
involving 600,000 workers in industries con- 
nected in-some way with the defense pro- 
gram. With the aid of the United States 
Conciliation Service, whose good offices are 
regularly invoked by the commission, settle- 
ments have been reached without strikes in 
cases involving two-thirds of the employes, 
or 400,000. The number of defense deadlocks 
resulting in strikes has been between 100 
and 125, and some of these have been of 
extremely short duration. 

Existing defense strikes on yesterday’s list 
at OPM headquarters numbered 13, of which 
the most important are those at the Allis- 
Chalmers plant in Milwaukee, affecting some 
8000 workers and defense contracts totaling 
$45,000,000, and at four Midwestern 
plants of the International Harvester Com- 
pany, involving 13,000 employes and $10,- 
000,000 in defense contracts. About 28,000 
men altogether have been made idle by the 13 
strikes. 


A detailed lis‘ of defense strikes—the only — 


such list which has been made available for 
publication from any offieial agency—was 
furnished last month to Senator David I. 
Walsh of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
Naval Affairs Committee of the Senate, at 
his request, by Secretary of the Navy Knox. 
This list, covering the last year, named a 
total of 127 strikes, of which all but 27 had 
been settled at the time of the compilation. 

Included in the list were strikes both large 
and small, of duration ranging down to one 
day, and at least one (attributed to the 
Seattle. plant of the Boeing sabesets Co.) 
which was non-existent. 

Strike figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of the Department of Labor 
bear out che contention that conditions today 
in the labor relations field are relatively 
excellent. In 1940 there were 2450 strikes 
(all kinds), involving 577,000 workers and 
causing 6,500.000 man-days of idleness. These 
figures contrast with a total of 4450 strikes, 
involving 1,227,254 workers, in 1917, when 
the United States was actually at war. The 
decrease in the number of strikes from 1917 
is made more impressive by the 22 per cent 
risé in non-agricultural employment since 
that time. 

The 2450 strike total of 1940 contrasts 
also with 4740 for 1937, a year of rising 
business activity and of intensive organizing 
efforts by the unions; 2772 for 1938 and 
2613 for 1939. | 


Comparative Strike Data 
Cited by Hillman as Evidence.

How M-Day Worked Out. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
De you remember away back when 

the columnists were writing on “What 
M-Day Means to You”? We got the idea 
that the United States Gevernment had 
spent 20 years and gobs of money on 
learning just how the next emergency 
would be met. : 

Now we are told that the army is so 
diluted with new men that it couldn’t 
meet a blitz even as big as Westinghouse 
Electric might produce in a laboratory. 
We find that some of the barracks, 
scarcely six months old, are buckling and 
pulling apart in some of the sunny South- 
land areas. We know that army camps, 
as at Rolla, are costing a pretty penny, 
what with misunderstood soil conditions, 
a dollar an hour for pick-up labor and the 
usual extravagance and waste that goes 
with building barracks, even as in the 
World War. 


We know that the Government hasn’t 
made the industrial farming-out system 
work. It seems that the big manufactur- 
ers won’t make enough money without 
hogging production—even if it means 
holding up production. We know that 
the Government promises to amortize, by 
tax concessions, the expanded floor space 
for these companies in five years—a sort 
of gift from the American people. 

Yet we get blue around the lips when 
we think of how the CIO and other labor 
organizations strike now and again for a 
few pennies, raise in wages from these 
game money-making companies. We 
know, of course, that the CIO and AFL 
have gone too ‘far with demands and 
holdup of production, too, in spots. 

Labor can’t be conscripted; wealth 
can’t be conscripted, or isn’t. Everyone 
is getting ready to reap a harvest of 
money in high prices, high wages and 
various kinds of graft. Even to get trail- 
er-camp space in the corner of a cow 
pasture around these new army camps 
requires an astounding rental. 

It all adds up to a great three-ringed 
circus of money-making, money-spending 
and money-wasting. No one wants to sac- 
rifice; no one wants to be patriotic—ex- 
cept to talk loudly about it; everyone 
wants to get his and get back out of 
the way. 

So where does the highly touted M-Day 
get off? If it isn’t time for it yet, why 
not drag it out prematurely anyhow? 
Just in case someone thinks M-Day is a 
complete washout, perhaps a suggestion 
or two might prevent the hallucination.

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FRANCO’S POLITICAL PRISONERS. 
The State Department, belatedly enough, has asked 
Gen. Franco to be merciful to political prisoners. 
The news from Spain makes it clear that adher- 
ents of the former Republican regime are being liqui- 
dated in droves, while others are being thrown into 
overcrowded and under-rationed prisons. 

The State Department has cast aside such technical 
excuses for inaction as the fact that the victims do 
not happen to be American citizens. It has inter- 
vened on “the broader grounds of humanity.” 
There ig misery enough attendant. on the mefe 
waging of war without piling on a mass of suffer- 
ing based purely on revenge and punishment. Yet 
that is the genesis of most of Franco’s excesses. 
The men and women who are being executed risked 


now man the turrets were still sleeping. When the 
world was being remade in 1938, these Spaniards 
were not at Munich. They were out in the front 
lines, fighting and dying in front of Madrid and 
Teruel and Barcelona. : 

When Czecho-Slovakia was being sold down the 
river, the Republicans of Spain were opposing with 
their lives the totalitarianism of Franco and his al- 
lies, Hitler and Mussolini. 

They richly deserve the strongest support our State 
Department can give them against Franco’s butchers 
and jailers. And, since Franco is angling for food 
and credits from this country, the State Department’s 
representations to Franco on behalf of political pris- 
oners have behind them something besides a mere 
pious “going on record.” 
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PLEDGE AND PERFORMANCE. 

The platform of the Democratic candidates for city 
offices takes an unqualified stand in behalf of mu- 
nicipal civil service. The nominees, headed by the 
Mayor, pledge themselves to early submission of an 
amendment to the City Charter providing a merit 
system for city employes. 

This is a fine campaign promise, but what about 
actual performance on civil service? A bill provid- 
ing for a vote on its adoption is being held in the 
Board of Aldermen’s Legislation Committee. It has 
been there for some seven weeks, although it might 
have been reported out in time for a vote at the city 
election April 1. Now Chairman Fitzsimmons of the 
committee has again refused even to call a meeting to 
consider the: bill. Indications are that it will die 
when the present session ends. 

On the one hand, we have the platform pledge for 
civil service, On the other hand, we have Chairman 
Fitzsimmons’ statement that “the sentiment of the 
boys” is against it. Which is which? 
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TEACHERS’ PENSIONS BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE. 

Favorable legislative action on the teachers’ retire- 
ment bill, pending in the Senate Education Com- 
mittee, will be an act of justice both to school em- 
ployes and to students. As it is, school employes are 
not eligible for social security benefits, and the pres- 
ent bill would set up for them the equivalent of that 
system. Payments are to be made by’ the school per- 
sonnel: and the Board of Education,. their employer, 
not by the State. The bill provides for compulsory 
retirement at 70, voluntary retirement at 65. 

The St. Louis system now has a high percentage 
of older teachers, some of them superannuated. Their 
retirement and the employment of younger teachers 
(at lower salaries, incidentally) would do much to 
improve the general caliber of teaching. There are 
now 300 school“employes over 70, Superintendent An- 
derson says, and 800 employes, about one-fourth of 
those on the payroll, will be eligible for retirement 
| within six years, 

The bill has the support of a long and impressive 
list of St. Louis organizations. At the Senate hearing 
last week, not one speaker testified against it. Since 
St. Louis is the largest city in the country without 
such a pension system, sjnce Missouri is one of the 
five states lacking one, the Legislature has a chance 
to get in line with progress. 
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HOPEFUL FOR DEFENSE? 

The’ National Labor Relations Board has set the 
date for a hearing on the petition of the United 
Automobile Workers for an election in the great 
River Rouge plant of the Ford Motor Co. 

The union has announced that it wants its bar- 
gaining rights confirmed by secret ballot before it 
seeks to exercise them. Harry Bennett, chief of the 
Ford service department, concedes that it will win 
the election, but he says further: 

“We will bargain with it because the law says so. 
We will bargain until hell freezes over, but they 
won't get anything.” 

Henry Ford says: 

“We do not intend to submit to any union.” 

Perhaps the word “submit” does not preclude a 
collective bargaining agreement, but what is the 
public to think of such an attitude in the face of the 
defense emergency? Is there any hope in it?

When Edward F. Dunne ran for Mayor 
of Chicago in 1905, he was opposed by the 
Chicago Tribune.

| sien my position as Commissioner of 

Public Works, my resignation to take ef- 
fect immediately. 

I wish to thank you for the cordial and 
kindly treatment which you have always 
accorded me in my private and in my pub- 
lic capacity. In many ways it is a source 
of great regret to me that my resignation 
must come at this time, because I feel that 
so many of the things which I have under- 
taken rest uncompleted. 

It was through a common belief in the 
cause Of municipal ownership of utilities 
that I figst became acquainted with you, 
and I desire publicly to express just how 
my ‘Views on this subject have changed. 

They have not diminished; they have en- 
larged. I used to believe that many of the 
ills under which the nation suffers and. by 
which it is threatened would be prevented 
or avoided by the general inauguration of 
the public ownership of public utilities. But 
my experience in the Department of Public 
Works has convinced me that this policy 
would be not even one-fourth of the way 
sufficient. 


AM induced for various reasons to re- 


Take the case of Great Britain, where 
municipal trading has been developed to a 
high and successful degree. ‘The problem 
of the unemployed there is becoming one 
of tremendous and sad intensity. The evils 
of capitalism are, as far as one can judge 
of them, simply not affected by munici- 
pal trading. 

Take the case of Germany, where Gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads has been 
inaugurated and municipal ownership of 
public utilities is paramount. In that Em- 
pire, the rich continue to grow richer and 
the poor poorer with an acceleration hardly 
less than that so evident in the United 
States. 

The whole body of our laws as at present 
framed is ridiculous and .obsolete. They 
are designed always to uphold capital at the 
expense of the community. The most potent 
weapon in the armory of capital is delay, 
for delay induces forgetfulness of the wrong 
and the chance to corrupt. 

Money is so strong nowadays that, given 
time, delay, it can in some form or other 
corrupt most men: or, if it cannot do that, 
it can get the crank out of the way. 

You have sought, and, in spite of the 
sneers and opposition of your ‘critics, you 
have sought most successfully, to further 
the cause of municipal ownership, and I 
have, in a far minor way, sought to diminish 
the amount of special privilege in our city. 

I realized soon after I took the office 
that to fight privilege under the present 
laws would be a jest. The cards were 
stacked in its favor from the start; the dice 
were loaded, and are loaded, against the 
community, 
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common ownership of production in order to equalize opportunity. 


It isn’t because rich men are bad or a 
class apart. They are not. But when money 
possesses them (they practically never pos- 
sess money) it alters their very souls with- 
out their realizing it, and it is simple to see 
why. It is because money is what a man 
most wants. It is the very dearest wish of 
his heart, whatever that may be. 

Money is power and dominion. It is wine 
and women and song. It is art and poetry 
and music. It is idleness and activity. It 
is warmth in winter and coolness in sum- 
mer. It is clothing and food. It is travel 
and sport. It is horses and automobiles, and 
silks and diamonds. It is books. It is ed- 
ucation. It is self-respect and the respect of 
all others. No one possesses it, but it pos- 
sesses everybody. 

In life, money means everything, and 
therefore anybody will do anything to get 
it. It enslaves those whom it possesses, and 
it likewise enslaves in a more sordid way 
those who have none of it. e man who 
has money masters the destinies of those 
who have it not.

The universal ballot gives every male 
citizen an equal political opportunity. The 
common ownership of all the means of pro- 
duction and distribution would give every- 
body an equal chance at music, art, power, 
sport, study, recreation, travel, self-respect 
and the respect of others. I, for one, cannot 
see why those things should be concentrat- 
ed more and more in the hands of a few. 

Two hundred years ago, a proposition for 
equal opportunity would have seemed more 
absurd than today seems the proposition 
for equal opportunity in all things on this 
earth for which men strive. 

Capital says that today there is equal op- 
portunity for all. In this, capital lies and 
knows it. ; 

By distributing money evenly, I do not 
mean to say that all the money in the 
country should be cut up into equal bits 
and that everybody should get a bit of it. 

But, on the contrary, I believe the owner- 
ship from which money springs should be 
vested in the whole community. 

In other words, as I understand it, I am a 
Socialist. .I have hardly read a book on 
Socialism, but that which I have enunciat- 
ed I believe in general to be their theory. 
If it is their theory, I am a Socialist. 

You will find, and other advanced liberals 
and radicals who believe as you do will also 
find, that you are merely pottering with 
skin-deep measures when you stop short of 
Socialism. 

I beg your pardon for so long having tres- 
passed on your time, and I wish you all the 
good fortune in the world.

Ruling in Nick Case. 

Another important case decided 
by Judge Becker and his associates 
on the Court of Appeals was that 
of John P. Nick and Clyde Weston, 
who were resisting the action of 
Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley in 
ousting them from control of Mo- 
tion Picture Operators’ Local No. 
143. The Court of Appeals affirmed 
Judge Oakley's action in granting 
a receivership for the union on pe 
tition of 66 members. 

When William Russo, filling sta- 
tion proprietor, sued to enjoin the 
police from visiting his place in 
search of suspicious characters, a 
Circuit ‘Judge granted the injunc- 
tion; but Judge Becker and his 
fellow Judges reversed the Circuit 
Court on appéal, and held that po- 
lice visits to Russo’s place, in view 
of the character of the frequenters, 
were not to be interfered with. 

In the Russo suit, Mayor Victor 
J. Miller was nominal defendant, 
and the court's decision was in Mil- 
ler’s favor. A few years before, 
Judge Becker presided at a par- 
ents’ meeting in Soldan High School 
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museum. These, including a Botti- 
celli, “The Adoration of the Magi,” 
were acquired by Mellon. 

Through another dealer the fi- 
nancier acquired from the Soviets 
a very rare Van Eyck for $1,000,- 
000. Perhaps the highest price that 
Mellon paid was $1,166,000 for an- 
other Raphael Madonna. From 1929 
up to 1935 Mellon spent about $19,- 
000,000 on art. A tax claim on this 
amount was part of the $3,000,000 
the Government tried to collect. 
The Board of Tax Appeals rejected 
most of the claims, including that 
on the art purchases, but levied 
an additional $500,000 in tax on the 
Mellon estate. Mellon died in Au- 
gust of 1937, specifying that the 
museum he gave to the nation 
should not bear his name.

Even the 
conservative Metropolitan Museum 
in New York has altered its policy 
in recent years to buy the work of 
a few contemporary American 
painters, 


Edward Bruce, chief of the sec- 
tion of fine arts of the Public 
Buildings Administration, has an 
answer in his plan for a gallery of 
contemporary art.

John Russell Pope, Designer. 


The new gallery given by Mellon 
was designed by the late John Rus- 
sell Pope, who is responsible for 
the chill classicism of so many of 
the great Government buildings in 
Washington. Unlike the new Mod- 
ern Museum of Art in New York, 
the Mellon gallery is monumental 
rather than funetional, Through- 
out it is on the monumental scale,

Bureau of Mines Also Suggests 
Building Reserve of Man- 


ganese and Tungstea,

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP). 
—The Bureau of Mines, after an ex- 
ploration for strategic domestic’ 
minera] deposits, emphasized today’ 
a defense urgency for building up 
imported stores of tin, manganese’ 
and tungsten, against a possibility! 
of a sudden stoppage of overseas 
supplies. 

A report, by Director R. R. Say- 
ers, to Secretary of Interior Ickes; 
said, however, that in an emere- 
ency the nation might be able 
to turn to domestic deposits for 
mercury and antimony. 

Sayers said the bureau had sur- 
veyed 32 deposits in 12 states of 
various metals, and that much of 
the ore so far encountered was of 
low grade or a quality that would 
require considerable metallurgical 
research to make it usable. A 
bureau spokesman emphasized, 
however, the exploratory work was 
not complete, and the broad search 
for the essential metals still was 
under way. 

Work on two tin-bearing areas in 
the Black Hills section of South 
Dakota and in Catron and Sierra 
counties, New Mexico, had  con- 
firmed, the report said, that the 
maximum output of tin possible 
from domestic deposits “would be 
an inconsequential factor in sup- 
plying the essential requirements 
of defense and related industry.” 
America’s largest imports of this 
metal are from the Malay states 
and the Dutch East Indies. 

The exploration for manganese is 
producing some encouraging re- 
sults, but the bureau foresaw need 
for continued extensive importa- 
tions of the ore that this nation 
in time past has gotten from India, 
Russia, Brazil and Cuba. 

Tungsten has been imported 
ehiefly from China, via the Burma 
Road,

Pressure for Higher Wages. 

Unquestionably, the largest cause 
of friction in management-labor re- 
lations today, both in industry .at 
large and in the plants making de- 
fense equipment, is the pressure of 
the workers for higher wages.

The Harvester strike is for high- 
er wages and union recognition.

Rival- 
ry between the CIO and the AFL 
is a factor, as well as bitterness 
caused by the company’s alleged 
hiring of men to spread anti-union 
doctrine among their fellow work- 
ers. The strike is not, according 
to Hillman, for the closed shop. 
Knudsen told a congressional com- 
mittee it never would have hap- 
pened under “experienced” union 
leadership. What the men are now 
seeking is “union membership pro- 
tection.” 

A month ago, the OPM officials 
thought they had the strike set- 
tled through an agreement drawn 
up here and subsequently ratified 
by the union. The agreement pro- 
vided for an impartial referee to 
settle all ‘disputes. / The. company, 
it appears, would limit the plenary 
authority proposed for the referee 
and hence has balked at accept- 
ance of the agreement. Unionists 
here hint darkly that the company 
is being encouraged by employers 
who would like to exploit the de- 
fense emergency to weaken trade 
unionism. 

Closed-Shop Issue. 

This brings us to the closed-shop 
issue and the question whether la- 
bor leaders are induging in their 
own form of exploitation. Are 
they taking advantage of the 
emergency to press for the closed 
shop? 

The term “closed shop” is used 
here in its popular sense. In union 
terminology, the closed shop is one 
where the employer is permitted to 
hire only union workers. Typical of 
this form of organization are the 
craft-union shops of the AFL, as 
in the printing trades. There is 
also the “union shop,” which is the 
kind generally established by the 
CIO. Under a union-shop contract, 
the employer may hire anyone he 
pleases, but the worker, upon being 
hired, must join the union. Another 
kind of arrangement is the “prefer- 
ential shop,” which derives its name 
from the fact that the employer 
must take union men when the 
union can supply them and, in mak- 
ing discharges, must first lay off 
nonunion employes. All these forms 
of union-employer - contracts, and 
other variants, come under the 
heading of “closed shop” as it is 
generally used by the employer and 
the public. 

Officials of the labor division of 
the Defense Commission say that 
the closed-shop issue has played 
only a minor part in defense labor 
disputes; that in no case, whatever 
ithe seeming importance of the is- 
sue at the beginning, has it proved 
a snag holding up a settlement. The 
troublesome Allis-Chalmers strike 
is not now regarded as revolv- 
ing about the closed-shop  is- 
sue, At CIO headquarters here the 
writer was told that the closed-shop 
issue figures less importantly now 
than a few years ago, for the reason 
that the CIO in the meantime has 
been successful in organizing a 
great portion of the large mass-pro- 
duction industries, 

Usually Some Other Issue. 

Often the closed shop demand is 
intertwined with some other issue; 
often it is put forward as a bar- 
gaining point to aid in winning 
some other concession. There is no 
way of determining accurately the 
extent, if any, to which labor lead- 
ers have sought to exploit the 
emergency by driving for the sub- 
stitution of the closed for the open 
shop. 

In the view of an offigial closely in 
touch with the conciliation efforts 
of the Government, some advan- 
tage has been taken of the situation 
by local leaders, in isolated cases. 
But he added that if lack of re- 
straint had been shown in these 
instances, it had been matched by 
the efforts of some employers, cap- 
italizing upon the public demand 
for speed in defense work, to un- 
dermine the unions, 


Some idea of the relative weight 
of the closed shop issue may be 
gained from statistics of the De- 
partment of Labor on all strikes 
for 1940. Wages and hours were 
the issue in 30.8 per cent of these 
disputes and the closed or union 
shop in 11.8. Issues due to union 
rivalry accounted for 6.3 per cent 
and other causes for 51.1.

Radical Local 

As has been told in a previous 
Post-Dispatch article, the strike 
would have been settled in four or 
five days but for the obdurate at- 
titude of the radical local leader- 
ship. An increase satisfactory to 
the workers’ was granted by the 
management, but the local strike 
leaders held out against the inclu- 
sion of a no-strike agreement cov- 
ering the 16-month life of the con- 
tract. Within 24 hours after the 
president of the United Automobile 
Workers, R. J. Thomas, and the 
head of: the Government’s concilia- 
tion service, Dr. John R. Steelman, 
arrived on the scene, the proposed 
aAgreement—a standard form in all 
the important CIO contracts—was 
accepted ‘by the workers and the 
strike ended. 

The Vultee strike is ofteri cited 
as an example of labor troubles 
that get out of hand under irre- 
sponsible leadership, but yield to 
treatment by top union officials, 
Mr. Roosevelt referred to disturb- 
ances of this type in a recent press 
conference. He said there were 
cases where local people who were 
pretty hot called off strikes on 
advice from above. This was not 
always true, he said, but was true 
in an overwhelming number of 
cases,

was settled, William K. Hopkins, a 
district representative of the train- 
ing-within-industry section of the 
Defense Commission, made a survey 
of the plant at the invitation of the 
Jultee president and suggested ways 
of speeding up production. Work 
of this kind, designed to speed up 
the defense program, is regularly 
being done by the commission in 
collaboration with industry. The 
suggested improvements at the Vul- 
tee plant were put into effect—and 
about a- month ago the Undersecre- 
tary of War, Robert P. Patterson, 
made a trip to the West coast and 
personally congratulated the Vultee 
management and workers on being 
40 days ahead of their contract 
schedules. Prominent in the shop 
conferences preceding the adoption 
of the new methods was one of the 
men who had headed the strike. 

Inexperienced Labor Leadership. 

As suggested by Knudsen in his 

testimony, a large factor in the 
current labor situation is the in- 
experience of the union leaders in 
industries which have only lately 
been organized or in which the 
‘workers are but partly organized. 
The defense industries for the most 
part are in this category. As re- 
cently as 1933, there was virtually 
no union organization in steel, au- 
tomobiles, rubber, oil, chemicals, 
machine tools, shipyards, electrical 
manufacturing and aircraft. 
A repott of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund on labor policy under 
the defense program points out that 
“industrial disputes are much more 
likely to. lead to work stoppages in 
newly organized industries than in 
industries where unionism has Jong 
been solidly established.” The re- 
port continues: ! 


“Where an industry Is only par- 
tially organized the union is under 
constant pressure to extend its or- 
ganization in order to meet non- 
union competition. If it stops ex- 
panding, it is in danger of losing 
the ground already gained. The 
effort to win new members and 
new agreements usually brings 
some strikes, ... 


“Furthermore, a new agréement 
usually concedes only a small part 
of the union’s demands. The 
union. usually tries to write more 
and more of its program into the 
agreement, which is bound -to 
cause frequent disputes during the 
first few years of collective bar- 
gaining. . .. 

“The members and officers of a 
new union, as well as their foremen 
and supervisors, are often poorly 
educated in the techniques and re- 
sponsibilities of collective bargain- 
ing. Grievance machinery works. 
haltingly and too many unsettled 
cases pile up at the top. Both su- 
pervisors and workers try to take 
the law into their own hands. 
Short, unauthorized strikes are 
called over minor disputes, which 
should. properly have been settled 
through the established channels.” 

Other factors bearing on the la- 
bor situation are “out-of-line” 
wages—wages lower in one plant 
than those for comparable work in 
another; the rivalry between the 
CIO and the AFL in organizing 
campaigns, and the jurisdictional 
disputes between these two bodies. 
Against Compulsory Arbitration. 

Among those who have taken a 
strong stand against compulsory 
arbitration of labor disputes is 
John R. Steelman, director of the 
United States Conciliation Service. 


it,” said Steelman in a recent inter- 
view. “There might be difficulties 
of enforcement and, even if en- 
forced, it would make a dubious 
contribution to efficiency. You 
can't legislate peace, or prescribe 
harmony, or decree | co-operation.” 


.___ Defense Strike Picture Not Bad So Far 


He was asked about the various 
plans for a cooling-off period. What 
about applying the system in effect 
on the railroads to the .whole of 


industry? 

“It has undoubtedly worked well 
on the railroads,” he said, “but you 
should remember that the railroads 
are old, established businesses and 
both the management and the 
brotherhoods have had a lot of ex- 
perience in labor relations. 

“Most of our trouble nowadays 
is in comparatively new, fast-ex- 
panding industries. Some of the 
unions, as well as companies, are 
new in the business. Naturally they 
can’t get along as well as they 
could if they had been working to- 
gether for years: 

‘And I don’t know that the 30- 
day advance notice would mean a 
great deal, necessarily. There are 
some States that already require 
five-day notification of intent to 
strike. And, as often as not, a un- 
ion anticipating trouble will give 
notice simply to cover itself if it 
later decides to strike. The union 
could just as easily arrange a pre- 
cautionary notice a month ahead.” 

Stand of AFL and CIO. 

While the heads of the CIO and 
AFL are divided on the proposal 
of a mediation board similar to 


war, they are united in their oppo- 


riods. The executive council of the 
AFL in a recent statement declared 
that the real purpose of such pro- 
posals was “to impose upon organ~ 
ized labor compulsory arbitration," 
which it regarded as “contrary to 
every basic principle of American- 
ism ” 


“The cooling-off period,” a CIO 
official told the writer, “cripples 
the bargaining power of the work~ 
ers and gives the employer an op~ 
portunity to undermine the union.” 

The CIO, however, as Philip Mure 
ray has stated, does not object to 
the voluntary inclusion of the cook 
ing-off period in collective bargain- 
ing agreements. 

It comes down to this: Labor is 
interested in keeping all forms of 
restrictive legislation off the stat- 
ute books. So also is the admin- 
istration. The play, for the mo- 
ment, is being called by the Presi- 
dent, but circumstances may arise 
that will make the demand for con- 
gressional action hard to down.

E spent two days last week 
trying to keep up with Mrs.

Yes, 
ma’am, some of my underweight 
readers even claim that their thin- 
ness is depriving them of their 
share of love and happiness. It 
seems that men.are not very partial 
to angles but prefer girls with 
curves—you know, those neat, trim 
in-here-and-out-there lines. 

But an attractive filled-out fig- 
ure is not the only reward of get- 
ting the weight up to its best level. 
The face should become prettier 
when its contours become smoother 
and less drawn. But that’s not all 
—with correct weight you feel bet- 
ter, too. You should have more 
pep, more energy, more endurance. 
Because why? Because you will be 
receiving in your diet the vitamins, 
minerals, proteins and other ele- 
ments that are best for health and 
increased resistance to disease. Be- 
cause your body machine will be 
getting fuel adequate in type and 
quantity for its needs. oe

Double 
up on cream and butter-fats are 
twice as fattening as sweets and 
starchy foods. This means that 
your glasses of milk should have 
cream added so that it’s “half-and- 
half,” and that cream should be 
used whenever possible—on cereal, 
over fruit. Vegetables should have 
butter added, or be creamed; sal- 
ads may be covered with mayon- 
nais or olive oil. At each meal eat 
as much bread and butter as you 
can,

Meals should not be hurried but 
should be pleasant events, un- 
spoiled by arguments or excite- 
ment.

At Least, Not More Than 
Once, for Johnny Payne, 
Former. St. Louisan, Gets 
Right Up and Cusses 'Em 
Out—'Mad Man of Piano.’

NEW. YORK, March 15. 

HAT it takes four of the 

Marx Brothers to do for the 

movies, a lanky lad by the 
name of Johnny Payne does mir a 
handed for a New York night spot. 
«Definitely on the mad side, John- 
ny’s act consists of beating, with 
satanic skill, the daylights out of 
a battered old, piano, singing in 
an atrocious voice and insulting 
the cash customers while downing 
colossal quantities of intoxicants 
and tossing the empty jigger glasses 
behind the piano. 

Once a $25-a-week clerk in the 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co. 
in St. Louis, Johnny is now in his 
seventh year of piano pounding and 
insulting the patrons of the Hotel 
Elysee’s Monkey Bar here in Man- 
hattan. He has quit his present 
job at least five times, but the 
management found on each occa- 
sion that no Johnny meant no 
business. Result, a raise in John- 
ny’s pay and the prediction that 
he will still be beating the Monkey 
Bar piano when he’s an old man 
with a long gray beard. 

“People say I’m mad,” Johnny 
laughed the other day as we sat 
in his flower-filled apartment at 
the Hotel Elysee, “but really I 
make awfully good sense. I found 
out years ago that people like to be 
insulted and I’ve been doing it 
ever since because it’s good busi- 
ness. Most of the people who 
come into the Monkey Bar don't 
appreciate that I’ve got one of the 
most terrific left hands of -any 
piano player in the business so I 
have to give them something else.” 

Johnny usually begins his act by 
announcing that anybody who 
doesn’t want to listen to him can 
get the hell out of the place. Then 
with his back to the audience, he 
starts fooling around on the key- 
board and before long he has the 
piano rocking like a boat in a bad 
storm. fPerspiration runs off his 
face onto the keyboard and once in 
the groove, he may play straight 
through an hour and a half, with 
time out only for gulping eight or 
10 Scotches, taken straight, and an 
occasional nasty crack at someone 
he thinks isn’t paying sufficient at- 
tention. 

“I think,” says Johnny, “that the 
reason people come here night after 
night is the hope that they will 
be bere for the performance at 
whi’ch 1 collapse.” 

A complete extrovert, Johnny 
as a piano playing professional still 
enjoys what he is doing just as 
much as when he was playing for 
fun in the lounge of the Downtown 
Y. M. C. A, in St. Louis. He lived 
at the Downtown Y, and in the 
evening, after eating the big 25- 
cent special in the grill or maybe 
going all the way for 42 cents’ 
worth down in the cafeteria, he 
would head for the piano. With- 
in five minutes a crowd 15 or 
20 deep would be packed around 
the piano, with the boys yelling 
“Get hot, Johnny! Play ‘Mis- 
sissippi Mud’ again!” On Saturday 
nights he’d bang away at that 
piano until long after midnight, al- 
ways to a big audience. But there 
was no idea then of going on the 
stage. In fact, the rather proper 
Payne family back in Nashville, 
Tenn., definitely disapproved of the 
theater. | 

“But when a guy by the name of 
Pat Flannagan came into the Y 
one day for a workout and asked 
me if I’d like an audition with 
Brooke Johns, who was then the 
master of ceremonies at the Mis- 
souri Theater, I jumped at the 
chance,” Johnny explains. 

The audition with Johns went off 
beautifully and Johnny was offered 
a contract on the condition that he

join the Musicians’ Union. Johns 
loaned him $75 for union fees and 
Johnny spent the $75 on two suits 
and then discovered he couldn’t get 
into the union anyway because he 
couldn’t read notes. But being a 
quick-thinking lad, he pointed out 
to Johns that his contract called 
for the services of a soloist and 
that he didn’t have to be a member 
of the union to be a soloist. So 
Johnny went to work and he’s been 
working, upward, ever since. 
“That first stretch at the Missouri 
Theater back in St. Louis made 
me,” Johnny acknowledges. “From 
then on it was easy. I went to 
Chicago with Paul Ash, then back 
to St. Louis with Ed Lo at the 
Ambassador and Frank Fay at the 
Missouri, and in 1932 I went into 
vaudeville and played with all the 
big names such as Rudy Vallee, 
Paul Whiteman and Gene Rode- 
mich all over the United States, and 
when the crash hit vaudeville I 
went into radio, at Nashville and 
stayed there until repeal.”

N the day that it became legal 
Qo: citizens of the United 

States to buy, sell and gulp al- 
coholic liquids, Johnny lit out for 
Manhattan with $200 in his pocket 
and an agreement with his mother 
that she send him $50 a week and 
no more out of his back account 
when his original stake was spent. 
Mrs. Payne never had to supplement 
the folding green which Johnny 
brought to Manhattan. Within 10 
days he was at work—in the same 
spot in which h~* is now, 

“Tt was all very simple,” Johnny 
says. “I was at a cocktail party 
and somebody asked me to play the 
piano. An agent was there and he 
asked me if I’d like to go to work.” 

Johnny began at the Monkey Bar 
for $40 a week. He now makes 
$200 a week and gets, free of rent, 
his four-room apartment, in which 
he lives with his sister. His Scotch 
is free, too, and at New York prices 
that’s some item, 

“Every once in a while some cus- 
tomer will send a drink over to the 
piano while I’m playing,” he says, 
“and I send it back and announce 
to the room at large that I don't 
accept favors. The management 
keeps me in drinks.” 

Johnny’s reputation as the fash- 
joner of the insult terrible began 
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some years back when he became 
furious at some folks who were 
giving him something less than 
rapt attention. He knew that he 
was “working beautifully” and so 
after cussing to himself for a while, 
he stopped playing and used a cou- 
ple of cuss words on the’audience. 


“Then I announced that I might 
have to play for them but by gad 
I didn’t have to look at them and 
I called a waiter and had him turn 
the piano around,” the terrible- 
tempered Mr. Payne explains. “I 
found out that was pretty dra- 
matic and effective and I’ve been 
playing with my back to the audi- 
ence ever since.” 

A mirroz in front of him enables 
the audience to watch Johnny’s 
nimble fingers and facial contor- 
tions as he sings, but a spotlight 
shining in the mirror spares him 
from watching his audience. The 
piano sits on a platform which 
Johnny had built, he tells his cus- 
tomers, because he doesn’t want to 
be on the same level with them. 
His trick of rocking the piano is not 
done with rollers, as some folks 
suppose. He does it all with his 
left knee and the frick is plenty 
hard on suits. He has at least 10 
suits, perfectly good except for the 
threadbare left knee and he’s will- 
ing to donate them to someone 
with a missing left leg. 

Johnny took one piano lesson in 
his life and after it was over his 
teacher asked him to teach her 
his system. He also tried studying 
voice but his teachers couldn't 
stand the pain. Today, he says, his 
voice is no worse than it was then. 

Although he looks about 30 years 
old, Johnny admits he is 36. He 
says he hates daylight and fresh 
air. His last show at the Monkey 
Bar goes on at 1:30 and he usually 
is in a bridge game by 3 and in 
bed by daylight. He sleeps until 4 
or 5 in the afternoon and spends 
his evenings at concerts or the 
opera. 

“I have a system on the opera,” 
Johnny explains, “and it enables 
me to save a lot of money. You 
gee, when you go to the opera as 
much as I do it can be quite ex- 
pensive at $10 a seat. You figure, 
too, that you have 65 cents taxi 
each way and two drinks for each 
intermission of a three-act opera 
at 50 cents a drink. Well, what I 
do is to buy standing room for

$1.50 and at the end of the first 
act I ask the usher if he has any 
seats that haven’t been taken. 
Somebody always fails to show up

tHE only objection to leaving 
paper jackets on books in the 
living-room is that rows of them 
would give the effect of a lending 
library.

Charlie ia Another Go 
At the Dictators 


Chaplin Comedy Back at Loew's 
At Lower Prices and Much Enjoyed 
By Colvin McPherson 


IME has marched forward and Mussolini’s legions have marched 

backward but the delight of “The Great Dictator” is what it was 

last November, when the Charlie Chaplin comedy played its high 
price engagement in St. Louis. Now available to the audience it 
should have had in the beginning, it has entered onto a vastly more 
eomfortable run at Loew's Theater. 

Much discussion has been arousec by the film and much more 
Is likely to be raised. At a convenient listening post, a reviewer hears, 
and has heard, that “The Great Dictator” lacks dramatic unity, that 
it has an uneven tempo, that it swings too suddenly from comedy to 
serious comment, tha: Chaplin’s final speech to the audience is out 
ef place, that it is too erergetically delivered, that Chaplin isn’t good- 
jooking enough for a close-up. 

And there is a group of individuals, alive and unmolested, who 
have a look of rapture on their faces when “The Great Dictator” is 
mentioned. Wonderfu', they sigh. Without looking in the mirror 
to be certain, this hired spectator at things wonderful, and not so 
wonderful, would say it feels that way to him. 


Friday’s opening audience, measurably larger than that which 
greeted “The Great Dictator” before, did seem to get a great kick 
out of the little clgwn. The bubble dance with the world for a bub- 
ble, the scene where the little Jewish barber shaves a customer to 
Brahms’ Hungarian Dance No. 5, the jumbled reception for Dictator 
Jack Oakie, the incident where Chaplin the soldier gets a hand grenade 
down his sleeve and scores of other comic incidents brought hearty 
laughter. Many times the chuckle and chortle of childish glee was 
heard over th. more mature guffaws. 


In other words, a new generation has come into the theater since 
Chaplin appeared in “Modern Times” and the new generation ap- 
proves. This has been going on for only 30 years more or less 


The beady-eyed little guy with the jumpy mustache, the checked 
vest and way of scooting on one foot still is a first-rate buffoon. 
His woozy dance after being hit on the head with a skillet still 
we--s ’em. 

But in “The Great Dictator” Chaplin does more, he creates satiric 
fun out of the great bogey-man of the times, Adolf Hitler. Every bit 
of bombast connected with the Nazi Fuehrer, all his habits, preten- 
sions and vanities, have beeri carefully listed and checked off with 
murderous lampoon. The big rallies, the plans for conquest, the 
vicious attacks on fabricated enemies all get the Chaplin treatment. 


The more one reads or hears of Hitler, the funnier the caricature 
becomes:. A second or third view of “The Great Dictator” reveals 
Many new pleasures—as for example, Dictator Hynkel’s description of 
the life cycle in gibberish German, beginning with a blonde and ending 
with an army for the Fuehrer. 


For Chaplin, the creator, is always original. And one of 
his pictures, ‘ike the works of Jacob Epstein in sculpture and Diego 
Rivera in mural painting, must always arouse comment and dis- 
senting opinfons. The film is the expression of the individual, in this 
case a student of world affairs, a friend of the great from the King 
of England to Mahatma Gandhi, and an independent millionaire who 
doesn’t have to make a picture unless he wants to. 


So if the rages of Adenoid Hynkel at times go beyond the limits 
of burlesque and become genuinely frightening and insane, it is 
because Chaplin has that to say about Hynkel or Hitler. And if 
Signora Napaloni is pathetic, which she surely seems to be, she must 
be pathetic for a purpose. And if the Jewish heroine of “The Great 
Dictator” is named Hannah, it is not surprising to learn that that 
was the name of Chaplin’s mother. 


Just to keep the feet of its customers, and perhaps its guests, 
on earth, Loew’s has a second feature, “Meet Boston Blackie.” Bos- 
ton Blackie or Chester Morris is a well-dressed and witty safecracker, 
much admired by the police, who lives in a penthouse and solves 
murders for rank strangers. In this case, he also stops a band of 
spics from delivering our precious bomb sight to foreign powers, just 
at the final moment. Isn’t that lucky for us? 


A Case of Triple Insanity—Hugh Herbert 


INCE introductions are*in order this week, at the Fox Theater we

“Meet the Chump” is not the main attraction at the big Grand 
boulevard shrine of the cinema, however.

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LFRED LUNT and Lynn Fon- 
tanne, favorites of witty mod- 
ern comedies and  horseplay 
Shakespeare, come back to the 
American Theater Tuesday night 
in a serious drama by Robert E. 
Sherwood, who wrote “Reunion in 
Vienna” and “Idiot’s Delight” for 
them, The present play is the 
Broadway success of last spring, 
“There Shall Be No Night,” deal- 
ing with a scientist’s problem in 
time of war. 
Lunt is seen as Dr. Kaarlo Val- 
konen, Finnish neurologist and No- 
bel prize winner, Miss Fontanne as 
Miranda, his American-born wife. 
The setting is in Finland at the 
time of the recent Russian inva- 
sion and Dr. Valkonen’s problem ig 
the defense of his country. Both 
he and his son decide to make the 
effort and both perish in the fu- 
tile attempt to stay the. might of 
a powerful adversary. 

The circumstances under which 
Sherwood wrote the play have 
been frequently detailed. The au- 
thor, an American who served in 
a Canadian regiment in the last 
war, who was both gassed and 
wounded, got his inspiration from 
a Christmas day broadcast from 
Finland by William L. White, the 
war correspondent and son of Wil- 
liam Allen White, Emporia editor, 
on Christmas day, 1939. Sherwood 
set to work on the play, finished 
it in February, submitted the script 
to the Lunts and the drama went 
into immediate rehearsal. 

Lunt himself, who has perhaps 
the most dramatic role of his ca- 
reer, is of Scandinavian extraction 
and visited Finland as a boy with 
his stepfather, who was a Finn, so 
his sympathies were strongly with 
the small nation fighting for its 
liberty. Sherwood’s attitude toward 
the conflicts in Europe is well 
known, since he wrote articles for 
the Committee to Defend America 
by Aiding the Allies—the so-called 
“White committee”—and has tak- 
en an active part in its affairs. 
In “There Shall Be No Night,” 
herwood seeks to explain the war 
as a scientist would and to treat it 
from a psychological viewpoint. 
The title is derived from the twen- 
ty-second chapter of Revelation in 
the Bible, particularly the verse: 
“And there shall be no night there 
and they need no candle, neither 
light of the sun; for the Lord giv- 
eth them light and they shall 
reign forever and ever.” The orig- 
pr title of the play was “Revela- 

on.”

It is the third Shavian venture 
for Miss Cornell, whose achieve- 
ments in “Candida” and “St. Joan” 
are well known, and who long has 
enjoyed the respect of the author. 
A play like “The Doctor’s Dilem- 
ma,” which was written in 1906, 
needs brilliant acting when revived 
in these modern times just as it had 
in 1927 when Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne revived it for 115 per- 
formances on Broadway. 

And that is what Miss Cornell 
gives to the role of Jennifer Dube- 
dat for she is both romantic and 
remote in this story of a wife who 
is pleading with a group of promi- 
nent London physicians to save 
the life of her wastrel artist-hus- 
band. 

She finally wins the attention of 
Sir Colenso Ridgeon, an eminent 
British physician who has been 
knighted for his discovery of a 
serum to cure tuberculosis. Sir 
Colenso is overcrowded with pa- 
tients, so much so that he has 
practically the power of judging 
who shall be given life d who 
must go to his death, 

He is the only one who can suc- 
ceed with this cure and he must 
choose if he is to save the glib- 
talking artist who is both borrow- 
ing money and at the same time 
trying to present his wife to one of 
the doctors who may be able to 
save him from his ailment. Or he 
must choose if he is to let the 
husband die and therefore he will 
win the loyal wife of this~ same 
deceitful, although ill, artist. Or 
he must decide if he will forget 
the artist, whose work he admires, 
and also forget the artist’s attrac- 
tive wife, and instead spend his lit- 
tle spare time in saving the life of 
his old classmate, Dr. Blenkinsop. 
Under the code of physicians he 
ignores his romance, his hatred of 
the artist and all the other nat- 
ural emotions of a man to save 
his friend, Dr. Blenkinsop. 

Despite the age of the play it is 
one of Miss Cornell’s most excit- 
ing performances and she returns 
it at a time when these shores 
are more liberal in thought.
